THE ARAB politicians I spoke to, 
like Ashe, are quite willing to be 
quoted on whatever they say. But 
the Arab man in the strect is a 
different matter. People are willing 
to talk if they know you or are 
introduced to you by someone they 
trust. But there is ‘still very deep 
reticence when it comes, to speaking 
for attribution. 

They fear retribution from the 
state in regard to job opportunities 
and the thousand and one things 
they need officials for, But for some 
of the speakers, especially the more 
moderate ones, there is also great 
fear of courting the enmity of the 
anti-Israel radicals who have con- 
trolled the Arab “street for the 
better part of the past decade. 

Abu Asbe, whom I met in his 
office in Jatt, made no secret of his 
proference for a purely Arab party to 
represent Arab interests, “‘But 1 am 
convinced that no such party will be 
ever permitted to make it,” he said.

Interviewed by 
The Post, he agreed that; Labour 
would be missing the chance of a 
lifetime if it did not show real signs of 
working for the integration of Arabs 
in its ranks.

He as much as admitted that he 
lost the fight for preater Arab repre- 
sentation in the Alignment’s list.

Hashem Mahameed, the newly 


elected chairman of the Umin εἰ 
Fahim lecul council (with n popula 
tion of 24,000, itis the largest Arab 
town outside Nazareth), is an exam- 
ple of the daily communist presence 
in the Arab street, Mahameed, who 
has an MA in educational counsell- 
ing from ‘Tel Aviv University, is 
running an open-deor policy at city 
hall; he personally tikes cure of 
matters big and small. : 

He says he is not a communist 
although he was elected on the 
Democratic Front (Rakah) list to the 
lucul council, He is also the No.5 
man on the Rakah list to the Knes- 
set. 

He shares Rakah's ideology, 


that any purely Arab party (as they 
claim fo be) will be permitted to 
make it. They say that they believe in 
the san ah does, so why 
split our forces and set up a separate 
party? 

“In any event, 1 don't believe a 
party cun run with two heads, as the 
PLP is purporting to do. In Rakah 
there is no question that Meir Wilner 
is head, and not Tewfik Toubi, and 
that's as it should be." 

All the Arabs E spoke to agreed 
that the (wo events of the past few 
years that will most affect the Arab 
vote are the war in Lebanon and the 
frowing legitimation and recourse to 
anti-Arab rhetoric in the Jewish sec- 
tor under the Likud government. 


THE WAR in Lebanon was espe- 
cially traumatic to {srael’s Arabs 
because for the first time since the 
1948 War of Independence their 
fricnds and relatives in the camps 
and cities of southern Lebanon were 
directly affected. On this issue most 
Arabs | spoke to said they believed 
that the Alignment worked hand in 
hand with the Likud on the invasion 
of Lebanon, and that the differences 
between the two developed only 
later over the secondary question of 
the depth of penetration, not the 
desire to wipe out the PLO physical- 


On the domestic scene what rank- 
led among Arabs of all political per- 
suasions was the clearly discrimina- 
tory bill adopted by the Knesset to 
exclude Arabs from increased 
National Insurance child allow- 
ances. [t was admitted that the 
motion was instigated by Tami with 
the collusion of the Likud. But 
everyone recalls that the first such 
discriminatory legislation was 
adopted at the beginning of the 
1970s under a Labour governinent. 

Surprisingly. there was ἢ large 
degree of agreement among all my 
Arab informants regarding the Arab 
vote on July 23. None believed that 
the Alignment would get more than 
it did in 1981; some believed that it 
would lose some votes. With the 
PLP clearly in the running, nearly all 
expected {{π|| whatever votes it got 
would be at the expense_of Rakah. 
(The great unknown in this connec- 
tion is how many votes the PLP will 
gel from those who had planned to 
abstain.) ᾿ 

It was estimated that Ezer Weiz- 
mun's Yahad would get from five to 
10 thousand yotes at most, despite 
such coups as obtaining the support 
of the chairman of the Kafr Kara 
local council, Mohammed Massar- 
wa, 

The Likud, 1 was tokl, would hold 
on to its supporters among the 
Druse, especially in view of the shab- 
by way the Alignment treated its 
own Druse supporters. 

Last time around the National 
Religious Party pot 5,500 Arab 
votes, which were attributed to its 
control of the pitronage of the Reli- 
gious Affairs and Interior Ministries.

The number of Arab and Druse

AN ANALYSIS of what happened 
to the Arab vote last time leads to 
the following conclusions in Tegard 
to Arab representation in the Knes- 
Set: as noted, the participation rate 
declined to 68 per cent (compared 
with the 80 per cent for the Jewish 
vote): the 12 per cent of the Arab 
Vote that went to the five sectarian 
lists were totally wasted from the 
Point of view of Knesset representa- 
on; the 51 per cent that were given 
to Zionist lists, and were “worth" 
5-6 seats, were actually rewarded 
with only three MKs; the 37 per cent 
who voted for Rakah,. which won 
four seats, resulted in only two Arab 
MKs due to the communist policy of 
absolute parity between Arabs and 
Jews in its Knesset tist. 

This latter point is an important 
one in understanding the rise of the 
Progressive List ἢ Peace, whose 
earlier disqualificatton by the Cen- 
tral Elections Committee was fe- 
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versed last week hy the High Court 
Of Justice in ἢ unanimous decision. 

In ἃ tour of Arab towns and vil- 

lages last week to discover Opinions 
and trends in that sector, { asked 
Arabs who rendily identified them- 
selves with the second stream — 
“Arabs should vote only for an Arab 
party" — what objection they had to 
voting for Rakah. 

| got two answers from those who 
were as vociferous in their oppusi- 
tion to Rakah as to the Zionist 
parties. 

The first objection was to com- 
munism. Most of Israel's Arabs, ! 
was told, and especially those in the 
villages, are uncomfortable with 
anything that smacks of such a here- 
tic ideology. Many Arabs are innate- 
ly conservative on such matters, 
partly for religious reasons. Buteven 
younger, more radical, Arabs ure 
suspicious of the motivations of any 
group that is as subservient as Rakah 
is to Moscow. This latter attitude 
was fed during the early Nasserist 
days of Israeli Arab radicalism by 
Moscow-dictated stands on Middle 
Eastern politics, which were seen as 
inimical to the Nasserist position and 
eventually to that of the Palestinian 
nationalist movement. 

The second objection is to the 
communist insistence on having one 
Jew for one Arab in its Knesset 
faction, and having a Jew, Meir 
‘Wilner, lead its tist. Many Arabs told 
me that they saw it as an insult to 
Arab dignity to have a party that gets 
all its votes from Arabs headed. bya 
Jew and haif represented by Jews. 

Pursuing this theme I also heard 
the following: “If Rukah insists on 
having half of its faction Jewish, it 
should at least include dignified Jews 
and not riff-raff like Charley Biton.'™

Purpose, Ahmed Abu Ashe, the 
chairman of the Jatt local council, a 
man who is currently identified with 
Mapam but is wholeheartedly in 
favour of a distinct Arab purty, said:

THE ARAB politicians [ spoke to, 
like Ashe, are quite willing to be 
quoted on whatever they say. But 
the Arab man in the street is a 
different matter. Peuple are willing 
to talk if they know you of are 
introduced to you by someone they 
trust. But there is still very deep 
reticence when it comes,to speaking 
for uttribution. 

They fear retribution from the 
State in regard to job opportunities 
and the thousand and one things 
they need officiuls for, But for some 
of the speakers, especially the more 
moderate ones, there is also great 
fear of courting the enmity of the 
anti-Israel radicals who have con- 
trolled the Arab “street” for the 
better part of the past decade. Ε 

Abu Asbe, whom I met in his 
office in Jatt, made no secret of his 
preference for a purely Arab party to 
Tepresent Arab interests. “But J am 
convinced that no such party will be 
ever permitted to make it,” he said. 
“The Israeli political system will 
fight all-out against any attempt to 
organize such a purely Arab party.

“Home™ was the Sholem 
Aleichem Houses, a quadrangle of 
apartment buildings in the north- 
west part of the Bronx. The houses 
were established in 1928, by 
Yiddish-spenking Jewish working- 
ciass immigrants from Eastern 

. Europe, who sought to preserve 
some of their culture and heritage in 
the American melting pat. By the 
‘time Hudi and David got there in 
1950, the buildings — and the original, 

. inhabitants — were something of an 
anachronism in an America where 
‘ethnicity had, at least temporarily, 

. gone out of fashion. 

“Years later," relates David, 

. “somebody asked me where 1 gicw- 

"up. ‘In Poland,’ I told him. And it's

“T remember that a few blocks 
away, the kids seemed very different 
from us,” suys Hudi. While those 
other youngsters were getting their 
Jewish education in afternoon Heb- 
rew schools and Sunduy classes, the 
kids at Sholem Alcichem House 
were learning Yiddish, the language 
of their purents, 

The Sholcm Aleichem houses 
were one of a number of such de- 
-velopments in the Bronx; others had 
been organized by the Jewish Com- 
munists, the Farband Labour Zian- 
ists, and the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers Union. Sholem Aleichem, 
David says, didn’t represent one 
Political line; it was “pluralistic.” 

“Sure,” laughs Hudi. “It went 
from radical anarchists to moderate 
socialists." In local ‘parlance, the 
latter were known us the Rechtzer 
Fractaia. the “right faction.” 

Even with the limited left-right 
span — or perhaps because of it -- 
politics was taken very seriously at 
the ‘Sholem Aleichem Houses. 
David recalls the occasion when he 
brought home a copy of the Com- 
munist Yiddish daily Fretheit instead 
of his father's favourite Paper, the 
socialist Jewish Daily Forward. “He 
was furious, kicked me right out of 
the house, and made me run back to 
exchange the paper." 

And they had long memories. 
David's father, born in the Ukraine, 
didn’t speak to his neighbour. let's 
callhim Greenberg, the sculptor, for 
four decades, The break came in 
September 1939, when the Germans 
und the Russians simultaneously in- 
vaded Poland.

Hudi's mother founded Kinneret, 
the only non-religious Jewish day 
school in the U.S. Even then, in 
1954, we alrendy learned the Se 
di pronunciation of Hebrew, which 
must show how they were concerned 
with Zionism.” 

David and Hudi stayed at Kin- 
neret through the third grade, when 
the original class broke up. The boys 
went their separate ways, but both to 
Jewish schools -- David to the mod- 
ern Orthodox Yeshivat Ramaz in 
Manhuttan, Hudi to Akiva, a similar 
institution in the Bronx. Most of the 
other neighbourhood children went 
to public school. “In that sense,” 
says David, “we had already begun 
10 move out of the mainstream." 

For high school, David stayed at 
Ramaz while Hudi entered DeWitt 
Clinton, the local public school. 
There, he quickly established him- 
self as a rebel. “I began to dabble in 
left-wing politics. We tried to form 
the first high-school chapter of Stu- 
dents fora Democratic Society." 


Hudi recalls that in 1967, dur-- 


ing the Six Day War. he had gone 
to the SDS office in Manhattan to 
demand that the organization de- 
clare its support for Israel. But the 
leaders of the group, which was the 
vanguard of the Vietnam War pro- 
tests then gaining momentum in the 
U.S., paid little heed to the high 
school student's plea. "They 
laughed at me," he says, 

Even during this period, when his 
pursuit of radical American politics 
took him to Haight-Ashbury, Hudi 
says he never expected himself to 
assimilate. “I always knew I was 
going to remain Jewish.” 


About this time, David and Hudi- 


joined Habonim, the Labour Zionist 
youth movement. “That put both of 
us in a channel,” says David, “a 


_ channel that leads straight to Israel.” 


- After four years in the movement, 
Hudi was thrown out - “because I 
was an anarchist," he says..

BUT HUD! did get to Israel, on his 
own, in 1967, After a frustrating 
period at a kibbutz, he drifted to the 
community of Yodfat in the Galilee. 
There, in the loosely organized 
group of people on a mountaintop, 
he started on the path that led him, 
first to religion, then to serious Jew- 
ish study at the Mercaz Harav Yeshi- 
va in Jerusalem. It was at Mercaz 
Harav that Hudi Rubin, the anarch- 
ist and individualist, was finally 
transformed into Yehuda Rubin, the 
penitent Jew and fervent nationalist. 

Married, with eight children, 
Hudi now lives at the Gush Emunim 
settlement of Eilon Moreh, 

While Hudi Rubin crossed over 
from the fringes of the international- 
ist left to the other side of the 
political spectrum (something that 
might be considered a natural part of 
his life-long pattern of searching), 
David Twersky followed a much 
more conventional, straight-line pat- 
tern. His Zionist background led 
him, during his university days in the 
U.S., to the front ranks of the Jewish 
Student “movement" ~ and from 
there, after graduation, to Israel, the 
Kibbutz movement, and Labour 
Party politics. 

From his base at Kibbutz Gezer — 
a 10-year-old settlement populated 
largely by graduates of “the move- 
ment” in the U.S. ~ David Tapidly 
gravitated towards movement activi- 
ties. He became the editor of the 
English-fanguage edition of -Shde- 
mot, the kibbutz literary/intellectual 
journal, and later became editor of 
Spectrum, the Labour Party's 


-English-language journal aimed at 


members of the Socialist movement 
throughout the world. . 

He moves from his base in Gezer 
in two directions: down to Tel Aviv 
and Labour Party headquarters on 
Rehov Hayarkon, and up to Jeru- 
salem, whete he served as an aide to 
Avraham.

PREDICTABLY, Hudi Rubin and 
David Twersky today hold very 
different world-views. Views that 
they exchange in calm, dispassionate 
terms most of the time.

“There is a struggle going on in 
Israeli society," he says, “over who 
is the legitimate heir of the carly 
settlements’ moral legitimacy. 
Everyone's very jealous. That’s

who are normally aware of what they 
are doing, such as TY reporter Haim 
Gil (who directed) and columnist 
Aharon Bachur (who wrote the 
script). 

Insofar as this serves merely as a 
first screen opportunity for the “cass 
ette singers,” 85 many Orientat pop 
stars are referred to, it is legitimate. 
These artists have long been spurned 
by the media; they have trouble 
getting their records released by the 
established companies; and they 
have found an outlet in the cassette 
stalls around Tel Aviv's Central Bus 
Station. Their popularity has grown 
to the point where they can't be 
ignored any longer. 

But the makers of the film should 
have realized that the last thing these 
people need is the same kind of 
patronizing attitude they have had to 
contend with for solong. Indeed, the 
plot, or what passes for one, touches 
on the subject. One of the protagon- 
ists is a dise jockey who would rather . 
play Bach and Naomi Shemer and 
who, once he is forced to interview 
one of these new pop idols, destroys 
him in front of the microphone by 
showing him to be almost illiterate, a 
boor, uncultured and uncouth, in 
short, somebody who can't be taken 
seriously. - 

And this is exactly the approach of 
the film-makers. As they describe . 
the rise and fail of such 8 star, they go 
out of their way to prove that all the 
people involved in the exploitation 
of his music — impresarios, compos- 

ers, singers and fans — are either 
hoadiums or drug addicts. or cute 
primitives. And the camern focuses 
on them with the same kind of ciri- 
csily one sees outside the monkey- 
house at the zoo.

American Jews coming here, to live 
in kibbutzim in the Arava and the 
Galilee. You'd like to see them here, 
bul living in Judea and Samaria, and 
all Orthodox. But we also must live 
among, and love, the Jewish people 
as they are.” 


THEY HAVE talked about Jewish 
values and Jewish leadership. Do 
they consider democracy a Jewish 
value? Is the State of Israel, asit now 
exists, with a president and a prime 
minister and a Knesset, really a 
Jewish state as Hudi and his friends 
would like it to be’? 

He hesitates for a moment. “We 
have a state, but only a fool would 
say that this is the final stage,” he 
says. Every duy of life is the stage 
towards something else. Democracy 
in the U.S. today is not at all like 
what it was in Washington's time." 

Isracl's democracy, he continues, 
“is what is possible today. ‘Today this 
is the way the Jewish people can 
return to the land of Israel, This is 
the way they can express themselves 
as a political entity.” He pauses 
again, appears to be waiting for an 
interjection. 

“And this is the way they should,” 
obliges David. ‘““You must have a 
system for resolving conflict, for 
limiting and channelling if. And for 
all its faults, representative demo- 
cracy is such a system. As far as Tam 
concerned, the rabbinical class can- 
not be the unchallenged leadership 
of the Jewish people any more. I do 
not believe in leaderships that can- 
not be recalled, that are not subject 
to checks and balances of a democra- 
tic relationship with their constituen- 
cies," 

Hudi does not agree at all. “The 
trouble is that people like David are 
not capable, for all sorts of reasons, 

of giving their lives over to a com- 
pletely Jewish state.” 

A completely Jewish state? Isn't

MOST OF this interview took place 
before the arrest of members of the 
Jewish terror underground, How 
has this affected their views? 

David draws a distinction between 
the more militant line of Rabbi 
Moshe Levinger and others within 
Gush Emunim, and the “moderates™ 
who say that the underground peo- 
ple are wrong because “they tak 
the iw into their own hands.” 

But he dees nat think that it is the 
problem, "Do they mean,” he asks, 
“that if the security services had 
blown off Karim Khalaf's legs, it 
would have been all right? H Khalaf 
is an agent of Naef Hawatme or 
George Habash, arrest him, charge 
him, and put him on trial.” 

David secs a connection between 
some prominent figures’ support for 
the suspects and part uf his Amer- 
ican experience. In 1964, when Bar- 
ry Goldwater said that “extremism 
in the defence of liberty is no vice,” 
the John Birch Society understood 
that they might find the back door of 
the White Ffouse open to them. So 
what about the current line, that 
“extremism in the defence of the 
Greater Israel is no vice’? 

The underground, he says, “is the 
unwanted but natural child of the 
settlement movement. An ageres- 
sive settlement drive has its own, 
binody dynamic.” 

Hudi does not agree at all. He 
seems to have difficully accepting 
what appears to have happened, 

“From an historical point of view, 
we are still too close; we wou't be 
able to understanel it fora while,” he 
says. 

Carefully restricting himself to 
those acis to which the suspects 
have confessed, he says that it is 
incomprehensible.

Until Yadin began his dig at Hazor 
in 1955, a0 major excavations had 
been carried out by archeologists of 
the young state. He gathered about 
him many of the major archeologists 
in the country and many young ones 
who would make their own reputa- 
tions in the coming years. 

ΓΑΙ Hazor, Yadin was able to offer 
a firm date for the Israelite conquest 
of Canaan at about 1230 BCE on the 
basis of a destruction layer from that 
period which he uncovered. His 
acceptance of the biblical account of 
an Israelite conquest would be chal- 
lenged by a school of thought which 
maintained that there had been no 
armed crossing of the Jordan but a 
slendy infiltration of Israelite herds- 
men.

Jewish documents were finding their 
wiy lo the antiquities shops of Jeru- 
satem's Jordanian-held Old City. 
According to this information, the 
material was being uncovered by 
Beduin border crossers in the caves 
of the Judean Desert, on the Israeli 
side of the green line in the vicinity of 
Ein Gedi. 

A massive archeological rescue 
operation was mounted in 1960, with 
the assistance of the Israeli army. 
Four separate expeditions were sent 
into adjoining wadis to probe their 
caves. 

Yadin had been reluctant to join 
the expedition since, as the youngest 
of the prospective team leaders, he 
had been assigned the wadi the 
others had passed over, Nahal Hever 
- whose caves had already been 
searched by Israeli archeologists. 

“I had to force him to do it,” 
recalls Aviram. Yadin’s luck held. It 
was in one of these caves that he 
came up with the Bar-Kochba letters

IT WAS NOT until 1961 that Yiuin 
finally turned to Masada iat majer 
logistical operation inve the 
army amd fiinreds of volunteers. 
Aside fiom his sctentific talents, 
Yadin was the person whe raised 
abroad the sabstantial funds needed 
for the two seasons of excavalions. 

Yadin puched lis camp near 
where the Roman general Silva had 
camped, anil led his tem every morn- 
ing up the siege ramp the Romans 
had built an the western slape Lo the 
plateau. Here the band of Zeulots 
led by Eleazar hen Yair had made 
their clesperate bid for Freedom 
1,990 yeurs before. The excavution 
was far less complicated archeologi- 
cally than the multi-tiered remains of 
Hazor, but the arduons conditions 
required a high degree of organiza- 
tion. 

The sense of drama that accompa- 
nied all of Yadin’s expeditions was 
served again when he uncovered 11 
small sherds of pottery in the ashes, 
each with a different name scrawled 
on it. These, he suggested, were the 
lots cast by the last men remaining 
after they had slaughtered the rest of 
their number tu avoid capture by 
Romans. As described by Josephus, 
the lots were to decide which of 
those remaining would kill the 
others before he killed himself so 
that they could “die free men.” Of 
all the archeological excuvations 
ever carried out in the country, 
Masada would have the most power- 
ful emational impuet in Israel and 
abroad. 


MUCH OF this popular identificn- 
tion with the ghosts of the past was 
due to Yadin's exceptional ability as 
a raconteur. “He was the most 
sought-after lecturer in the couti- 
try,” suys archeolugist Magen 
Broshi. “He had the unusual gift of 
making even the dullest subject fas- 
cinating.” 

However, his colleagues never be- 
littled him as a popularizer. "He was 
a mixture of a theoretician and a 
field archeologist,” says Ehud Netzer, 
who worked with him at Masada and 
elsewhere. “It was ustonishing to 
witness his intuition and how quickly 
he was able to forma picture.” 

The archeological community 
groaned when Yadin entered politic- 
al life in 1977. “1 think that nfter the 
death of [his wife | Carmetu {in 1976] 
he was looking to busy himself with 
different things,” says a colleague. 
During his four years us deputy 
prime minister, he kept hitnself in- 
formed of archeological develop- 
ments by meeting with collcagues 
and reading learned journals in his 
Office after working hours. 

Yadin returned to archeological 
life in LY81 witha relish. The princip- 
al task heset himself was to complete 
the English translation of his work 
on the Temple Scroll ~ the longest of 
the Dead Sea Scrolls at nine metres, 
and the most revealing. The rules it 
laid down for daily life in Jerusalem 
as envisioned by the Dead Sen sect 


“were So rigid as to make it impossible 


for ordinary human beings to live 
there. There would be no toilets 
within the city or in its close proxim- 
ity, and there could be no sexual 
intercourse. 

Written in the first person as if a 
divine writ, the scroll may have been 
composed at the end of the 2nd 
century BCE by the founder of the 
sect himself, according to Yadin. 
“I'm interested in them but I have no 
sympathy for them," said Yadin in 
his recent interview or the sect. “I 
say they disappeared because of 
their extremism.” 
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THE DISCOVERY of the Temple 
Scroll was another Yadin selventure 
that did nec invalve digging. While 
on Sabbatical in 1 μία}, belure the 
Six Bay War, he was contacted by an 
imermeditry from the Middle East 
who offered a fabulous new scroll lor 
un equally fabulous tignre.

War, Yadin was

night of the war, as [sraeli forces 
completed their capture of Jereli- 
nian Jerusalem and prepared te push 
south towards Bethlehem, Yadin 
suddenly snapped awake. The 
mysterious scroll, he knew, was in 
the possession of a Bethlehem anti- 
que dealer who in a few hours would 
be under Israeli control. 

The next morning be briefed two 
intelligence officers who proceeded 
to the man's shop. He pried up 
floorboards and produced the scroll, 
badly rotting as a.resutt of its long 
spell in dank conditions. The dealer 
was subsequently paid almost as 
much as he had asked, so that others 
holding scrolts would be encouraged 
to come forward. None did, but the 
Temple Scroll itself was a bargain, 
even at the price paid. 


CROSSING the bounds of time in 
his fashion, Yadin fought what he 
saw as religious extremism in its 
modern form and took a feading role 
in the recent cumpaigu against Agu- 
dat Yisrael’s proposed Archeology 
Law. 

He planned te return to Hazor this 
fall for another full το ἔμπης 
with high confidence of uncarthing a 
royal archive that might surpass any 
other yet found. The finding of two 
cuneiform tablets on the surface by 
tourists visiling the site in recent 
years fed Yadin's hopes, and he had 
already begun assembling a team. 

Although digs are normally car- 
tied oul after the winter rains, Yadin 
was planning a winter dig in order to 
escupe the dust and heat for health 
reasons. During a recent visit ta the 
U.S. he had fonked at plustic bal- 
loons that coulé cover the excava- 
tion site and keep the rain away. 

In the past two years, he also 
found time to give public lectures 
and resume teaching, to carry out a 
small dig in Beit She'sn, to write 4 
variety of learned pipers and official 
reports on earlier digs. 

He did not, however, take time τὸ 
Feeard his own life. “Il never kept 
diaries or wrote memoirs." he i 
the last interview in the bi 
study of his Rehavia home. “tf think 
the ain reason is my academic 
upbringing. In order to do it praper- 
ly, 1 would have tu leave everything 
and go through the military archives. 
One doesn't remember things any 
more. I reckon it would take me 
about three years.” 


Fortunately, however, Yadin did 
submit to some 50) hours of inter- 
views in the past year and a half by 
the Oral History Institute of the 
Hebrew University and to about 
another 25 hours by author Anita 
Shapira, who asked him about the 
War of Independence. These inter- 
Views, however, focus on Yadin's 
military role and his life as εἰ politi- 
cian, not his professional life as a 
Dead Sea Scroll scholar and a biblic- 
al archeologist. 

Any biographer attempting to en- 
compass Yigael Yadin's exceptional 
life will have to weave us he did the 
disparate strands of his experience 
into one integrated personality for 
whom nothing human, or even au- 
stere and inhumun, could be alien’. G

Compelled by the need'to transcend 
the drabness of their own lives, 
Pritchett's characters, too, are al- 
ways defining and redefining them- 
selves in the most concrete terms, 
redecorating and renovating their 
homes and their lives, Mrs. Seugar, 
for example, picks a house on the 
basis of its snob appeal. “T like it 
snobby, refined, a bit of class... You 
could live in a house like that, 1 
means, be one of the toffs and look 
down your nose at everyone." 

Tn another story, a single woman 
telinquishing her double bed to her 
married sister declares: “You've fur- 
hished your apartment bit by bit out 
of iny broken heart.“ In “The Lad- 
der™ ἃ. man changes wives and rede- 
corates his house. Recalls the narra- 
tor: “came home from school at the 
end of the term, and when I got to 
our place not only had my mother 
gone but the stairs had gone too, 
There was no staircase in the 
house.”

ΝΟ, THEY ien’t those Provocative 
nylon seanties that all those sweaty 
young things wei as they thud their 
earnest dips each morning around 
the walls of the Old City. Rather, 
short shots are what the Lowes 
have collected in their “Anthology 
of the Shortest Stories.” 

Although the editors unavcount- 
ably overlook the famous shortest 
story of them all (Chapter [: 
Coughin’, Chapter Π: Coffin"), they 
have gone into the subject fairly 
thoroughly. They've decided that 
short shorts constitute a distinct 
genre, discrete from short stories of 
normil shortness and certainly from 
slonger shart stories. 

In their appropriately short intro- 


duction, the Howes liken short ἢ 


shorts to lyrical poetry. While the 
analogy is not entirely apt (many of 
their examples, unlike lyrics, are 
dispassionate and impersonal in 
tone}, the Howes are correct in 
asserting that the successful short 
short does have its own peculiarity. 
They suggest that this may have 
something to clo with the sheer diffi- 
culty of pulling off an effect within 
the self-imposed constraints of a few 
thousand words. 


IRVING SAYS he got interested in 
the subject when Ilana passed across 
the kitchen table an “explosively 
marvellous” miniature tale by the 
late Japanese novelist Yukio ‘Mi- 
shima. That story, called “Swaddling 
Clothes,” is naturally enough in- 
cluded in this collection. 1 found it 
admirable, but not us electrifying as 
the Howes had. 

Yet I know what the Howes are 
talking about, Joug Guimaraes 
Rosa's “The Third Bank of the Riy- 
er” left me crackling with astonish- 
ment over whal 1 great prose writer 
can do with a minimum of words. In 
fact, for some reason the Latin 
Americans seem to shine in the 
Anicro-circuitry of fiction, for other 
outstanding examples in the book 
are Jorge Luis Borges's “The Dead 
Man," Octavio Paz's “The Blue 
Bouquet," and, ina mere 400 words. 
Augusto Montrossa’s ‘*The 
Eclipse."* 

Other pleasant surprises came 
from Doris Lessing, 0 writer other- 
wise net noted for brevity, with her 
touching and well-observed “Hom- 
age for Isnac Babel,” und Luigi 
Pirandello's “The Soft Touch of 
Grass," a story which echoes 
another very short and masterful 
little fiction not included here, John 
O'Hara's “Over the River and 
Through the Woods." . 

We also get some very fine if 
familiar chestnuts. . like Joyce's 
“Eveline,” Peretz’s “If Not High- 
er.” and Sholom Aleichem's “A 
Yom Kippur Scandal." Tolstoy is 
included twice, first with “The Three 
Hermits,” which I found lyrical in- 
deed, and with “Alyosha the Pot, 
which 1 think could have been e€x- 
cluded. Kafka is offered twice as 
well, but again, while “The Hunter 
Graccus” remains one of his great 
miniatures, the trapeze artist in 
“First Sorrow” is only an insubstan- 
tlal foreshadow of the much longer 
“A Hunger Artist.” 

“Teachers of English in Israel may 
find many of these 38 stories too 
sophisticated or elusive as classroom 
mateial.

Rubinstein’s review al the histary 
of Zionism and the competing 
ideologies demmonstiates that Ube τὰς 
Pectations and hepes af the “hound- 
ers” regarding the nate of the 
Jewish stale and its place in the 
World hive not been met.

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centred “new Jews” were neither 
interested in, nor capable of integ- 
rating, the masses of refugees and 
later immigrants who new form the

This fuilure created a ‘spiritual, 
ideological and potitical vacuum into 
whieh Gush Emunim slipped. In 
contrast to the Lahuur Movenient, 
religious Zionism explained the re- 
turn to Israel within the context of 
Jewish history. For this group, the 
ubject of Zionism was not the “nor- 
inalization” of Jewish relations with 
the gentile world, but rather a step 
towards the ingathering of the exiles 
and the Messianic age. In contrast to 
Herzl's vision, religious Zionists 
stressed the continued unique role of 
the Am Segula, the treasured peo- 
ple, even or perhaps especially given 
the establishment of the modern 
Jewish stute. This ideology became 
the busis of religious Zionist educa- 
tion and polities. : 

According to Rubinstein's analy- 
sis, these various pressures exploded 
in the wake of the 1967 Six Day War. 
At that time, the secular Zionists 
were finally forced to acknowledge 
ihe fact that the creation of u Jewish 
state did not solve the world’s “Jew- 
ish problem.” As in the Diaspora of 
Europe and Asia, Jews now were 
isolated and their survival 
‘threatened. Furthermore, it was be- 
coming apparent that the Arabs did 
not behave according to the class 
analysis dictated by Socialist ideoto- 
gy, and neither welcomed nor joined 
hinds with the Zionists to create a 
new socicly. Instead, Arabs bor- 
rowed Nazi and Russian propagan- 
da, including the Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion, and threatened 
another Holocaust.

tion of Jewish Law, “the principles 


of freedom, justice, equity and 
peace of Israel's heritage,” in cases 
where a legal question arises which 
cannot be answered in statute law or 
judicial precedent. This statute has 
made il imperative for lawyers to 
study and become familiar with Jew- 
ish Law, which till then was only of 
practical importance to those prac- 
tising in the rabbinical courts, or 
specializing in the law of personal 
status. 

The first difficulty facing the 
novice in this field Is where to find 


larisin, and the catharsis of the [967 


war, gave prominenve and immedia- 
cy to the previously marginal mes- 
sianic elements in religious Zionism. 
The removal of the iminediate Arab 
threat to survival, and the capture of 
the Western Wall and other historie- 
al religious sites, such as Hebron and 
Rachel's Tomb, led to a merger 
between religion and nationalism, 
which, according to Rubinstein, ere- 
ated Gush Emunim. As the author 
fotes, in its beginnings, this group 
was supported by both the Labour 
Party and Herut, and these two 
Parties competed for the alliance 
with this new force in Israeli polities. 
The Labour Party established Kiryat 
Arha, and the late Yigal Allon, who 
is now perceived as a “dove,” was 
the original patron of Rabbi Levin- 
ger. Another prominent figure in 
this movement, Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren, became Chief Rabbi of the 
IDF, and later of Israel, through the 
support of the Labour Party. 


ASIN the case af the Canaanites and 
militant socialists, Rubinstein allows 
Gush Emunim's words and sctions 
to speak for themselves. Writing 
before the exposure of a Jewish 
underground apparently supported 
by yesiévor and prominent rabbis, 
the author finds that the nationalist 
elements have long dominated and 
hidden behind the religious facade. 
Recalling a confrontation between 
Gush Emunim and Peace Now, fal- 
lowing a visit by Ariel Sharon, 
Rubinstein, a quintessential non- 
ubservant Jew, points out ironically 
that the fact that Sharon’s visit took 
pluce on the Sabbath went entirely 
unnoticed, 

The analysis of Gush Emunim, 
while central to Rubinstein’s views, 
is truncated, Other factors which 
contributed to this phenomenon are 
overlooked. The effect of the arro- 
gance and derision to which obser- 
vant Zionists were and still are ex- 
posed by the Zionist establishment is 
Lear So is the view that in set- 
ting the West Bunk, the religious 
Zionists are merely following in the 
footsteps of the Labour Zionists. 

The biggest disappoiniment of this 
analysis, however, lies in the conclu- 
sion, which, instead of ἃ new synth- 
esis or framework, returns to the 
“old truths.” Thus, Rubinstein con- 
cludes, “The men who gave express- 
ion to the Zionist idea and made it 
come true did not see in Jewish 
nationalism a means of spiritual 
salvation. They wanted to establish a 
progressive Jewish society... Theirs 
was ἢ down-to-carth wish: to give the 
Jews a home... so that they would be 
able to live in it in decency, [and] 
preserve old traditions..." 

Having devastatingly demons- 
trated throughout this book that the 
secular Zionists founders emphati- 
cally rejected the “old truths,” 
opposed their propagation, sought 
to substitute an alien ideology, and 
failed in these endeavours, Israelis 
are now told to ignore the record. 


the law, and it is in answer to this 
need that A Guide to the Sources of 
Jewish Law has been published. The 
Guide unfolds before the reader the 
development of Jewish Law from its 
origins in the Bible until the present 
day. It Is arranged chronologically, 
with the aid of numerous extracts 
from the Talmud, and commentaries 
of scholars and researchers. It pre- 
sents to the reader a clear and com- 
prehensive picture of legal prece- 
dent without which the untutored 
student will be hard-pressed to find 
his way in the maze of rabbinical 
codes and interpretations published 
throughout the centuries. 

The component parts of the 
Mishna and the Mishaa Tora of 
Maimonides are explained in dia- 
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We are presented with no evidenee 
tu suggest that this discredited 
framework will work any better in 
the future, 

The basie inadequacy of the chus- 
sical secular Zionism is also seen in 
some of the phenomena which go 
unmentioned and perhaps unnuticed 
by Rubinstein. While, as noted 
above, both Lefl and Right (Labour 
and Ferut) secular Zionists tried to 
coopt the new immigrants and reli- 
gious clements, the former failed 
completely, [t was Begin who cap- 
tured this large group by apprap 
ing the symbols and lunguage of 
Judaism and the history of the Jew- 
ish people. The “new" generation of 
Labour Zionists, led by Peres, 
Rabin, Surid and Aloni speak ina 
language which is alien to the mitjor- 
ity of the population. 

Untike their European counter- 
parts, the Edot Ha‘Mizrach did not 
rebel against the Jewish community, 
and, while the level of observance 
may have declined, their lives are 
still framed in traditional Jewish 
terms. The kibbutz-bred secularism 
of Labour's leaders stands in sharp 
contritst to Begin’s ability to invoke 
Jewish history, literature, texts, und 
experience. For many years. inchid- 
ing his term as piime minister, Begin 
held open house on the Sabbath, 
covered his head in public, and ate 
kosher food while abraad. While not 
personally observant, Begin recap. 
nized the unifying importance of 
traditional Jewish symbols. Many of 
his opponents scarcely Tecognized 
what these were, and the secular 
theteric they substitute is meaning- 
less to most Israclis. 


TO COUNTER the influence of 
Gush Emunim and others who have 
laid exclusive claim to the Jewish 
tradition, and to revive the Zionist 
endeavour, the Jewish framework 
for Israeli society must finally be 
recognized and accepted by thesecu- 
lar establishment. As Rubinstein 
acknowledges, Gush Emunim does 
Not possess a monopoly on religious 
idcology, and is often opposed with- 
in the religious Zionist camp. In- 
deed, it is only the secular support 
within this group that has given the 
Gush its disproportionate political 
role in Israel, The opposition can be 
strengthened from within by accepl- 
ing and strengthening the Jewish 
framework of Isrucli society. The 
first step, which Rubinstein has 
taken, is to recognize the dhimage 
done in attempting to impose ἢ 
“non-Jewish and even “anti- 
Jewish" Zionism. That revolution 
has run its course, and, to avoid the 
costs of a full counter-revalution, the 
pillars of the secular society, from 
the Labour Party and its offshoots, 
to the school system and the elite 
kibbutzim, must, however painful- 
ly, begin to familiarize themselves 
with the traditions and frameworks 
that define the Jewish nation. Then, 
they will again be capable of playing 
amajor role in shapin tsdestiny, a

The case of potato chips, for ex- 
ample. These cost 50 per cent more 
at a supermarket in Tel Aviv than a 
supermarket in Indiana. Yet their 
main ingredient, polatues, are 
cheaper in Tel Aviv, by about the 
same proportion. Put another way, 
potato chips cost [5155 per 100 gm. 
in Tel Aviv, [S92 for the same 
amount in Indianu. Potatoes, on the 
other hand, cost only [57 per 100 gm. 
in Tel Aviv, but average [511 in 
Indiana. 

How about tomato juice? As with 
potato chips, its ingredients are locul 
and plentiful. A one-litre glass jar of 
Jaffa-Mor tomato juice at the Super- 
Sol chain last week was marked 
18286. One of America's most 
famous brands, Libby's, sells bottled 
tomato juice in an Indiana super- 
market for the equivalent of [5213 ἃ 
litre, Even if we added a ficticious 
VAT charge to the American pro- 
duct, it would raise the cost to only 
18245, . 

In atin can, the difference is even 
more dramatic.
